On February 28, 2018, Louisville Gas and Electric Company ("LG&E") filed an 

application to revise its Gas Line Tracker ("GL T") rates, beginning May 1, 2018. Having 

reviewed the proposed tariff, the Commission finds that further proceedings are 

necessary to determine its reasonableness, and that the proposed tariff should be 

suspended pursuant to KRS 278.190(2). The Commission will make its best effort to 

expedite the review of the revised GL T rates. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The proposed GL T tariff is suspended for five months from May 1, 2018, up 

to and including September 30, 2018. 

2. Nothing contained in this Order shall prevent the Commission from entering 

further Orders in this matter.
